It has occasionally happened heretofore, under 
circumstances of misapprehension, or miscon- 
" orders or fram other and like caus- 
of the United Stites have been 
M armed force of a foreign Power 
and search, in violation of interna 
tioaal law and in derogation of the independence 
of our flap; and in isolated cases the honor of 
the country may hove been sufficiently vindicated 
by a disclaimer of Intended wrong or by rebuke 
of the officer offending; but the continuous and 
persevering character of the aggression* now 
i .rough t It the notice of the country, committed 
by a Power with whom we are at peace, and al- 
most within sight of our own shores, arc suffi- 
cient to mouse the just indignation of the people, 
and. to call, in the opinion of the committee, for 
the roost prompt and efficient measures to arrest 
si once, and to end. fixedly and forever, the coin- 
ni'i-sion of like indignities to our flair 

Tho documents accompanying the message dis- 
.-lose the facts that these acts of visitation and 
examination of American vessels were sought to 
he justified under the plea of necessity for the 
suppression of the slave trade, supposed to be or 
actually carried on between Africa and the Island 
of Cuba. 

The committee will not go iuto any inquiry in 
i eference to such alleged neccsmv. It is sufli 
cient for them to know that the assent of the 
United States, although often invoked, has never 
been yielded to sny such system of police on the 
M .- Thev rest on the position, not to be cou 
r,o cried, that by no principle of international 
law can a vessel, under the flag of its country, 
be visited or detained on the high seas in time of 
peace by anv foreign Power, under any pretext, 
or Icr r.nv purpose whatever, without the con 
sent of those over whom the Hri^r waves. 

Without co'.ng at large into the questions 
heretofore involved M tn the riprht of indenen 
dent nations, on that common highway of the 
world, the open sea, the committee nevertheless 
deem this a fit occasion to declare the principles 
always maintained by the United States as regu- 
lating the use of the open or high seas in time of 
tieace, and from which are derived rights to the 
people of the Unii' i States admitting of no re- 
straint or qualification. Mi to be maintained at 
whatever cost. 

There I? no right of visitation, far less of 
s earch. to lie exercised in time of peace by any 
nation on the ships or vessels of other nations, 
nor can there be so long as the sentiment of the 
civilized world, touching the freedom of the seas, 
is respected by civilized men. Such a claim, 
therefore, having no foundation in law or in the 
comity of nations, can never be tolerated by sn 
independent Power but in derogation of her sov 
«Teignty. Neither is there any distinction to be 
drawn in the claim of right between visitation at 
sea by the armed vessel* of a foreign Power, 
•when unattended by examination or search of 
such visitations when so attended. The offience 
and violation of public law consists in the ri*i/a- 
fion, withov.t regard to it* purpose, when claim- 
ed as a right against the will of the party subject- 
ed to it; for were it otherwise there would follow 
of course the correlative right to arrest and de- 
tain the vessel until the visitation is effected. 

The committee find these principles admitted 
and enforced by the opinions and the decisions of 
the most eminent judicial authorities both in this 
country and in Great Britain. (The case of the 
"Mariana Flora," in the Supreme Court of the 
U. States, reported in 1 1 Wheaton, page 1, and 
in Eng'and the case of "Lc Louis," decided by 
Lord Siowell in 1817, and reported in Dodson's 
Admiralty Reports, vol. 2, page 210. , They are 
founded on two simple elementary principles of 
- ublic law: First, in the equality of all inde 
pendent States; and, second, the common use, by 
all recognised States, of the open sea as a high- 
way in time of peace. 

Such are the rights and immunities of our citi 
/ens navigating the ocean which have been fla 
grantly violated and outraged by armed vessels 
of a foreign Power, in time of i>rofound peace. 
Mid, in some instances, almost within sight of 
our shores Indignant as the American people 
ire r.v.d ought to be at the character and persist 
cm repetition of such aggressions, yet their oc 
currence and gravity will opportunely supply the 
ocasion to end. now and forever, all future qnes 
lion as 10 this right of visitation at se :l between 
ihe United States and the offending Power. And 
the committee refrain only from recommending 
at once such additional legislation as would be 
most effectual to protect the commerce of the 
country from aggressions of the character thus 
brought to the notice of the Senate, from the 
: t that the Pn - ,., nt fas shown by the letter of 
the Secretary of the Navy accompanving the 
message) has already ordered all the disposable 
naval force of the country into the infested 
.paarter, with orders "to protect all vessels of 
the United States on the high seas from search or 
detention by the vessels of war of any Other na 
tion." These are preventive measures only, snd 
temporary iu iheir character, but, in the judg 
inent of the committee, go to the full extent of 
the power of the Executive in the absence of 
jvision. It is believed, however, 



rbear the declaration that such legis- 
lation must be promptly supplied, should the re- 
sult show that it is needed to afford constant and 
full immunity to our vessels engaged in lawful 
commerce oii the high seas from all arrest, ino 
lestitiuii.or detention, under any pretence, or 
from any quarter. 

In conclusion, the committee recommend the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 

Rtsolrcd, As the judgment of the Senate, that 
American ves>els on the high seas, iu time of 
peace, bearing the American flag, remain under 
the jurisdiction of the country to which they be 
long; and, therefore, any visitation, molestation, 
or detention of such vessels by force, or by the 
exhibition of force, on the part of a foreign Pow er, 
is in derogation of the sovereignty of the United 
Suites. 

IlesolveJ, Tiiut the recent and repeated vio- 
lation of this immunity, committed by vessels of 
war belonging to the navy of Great Britain iu the 
Gulf of Mexico and the adjacent seas, and oth- 
erwise forcibly detaining them ou their voyage, 
requires, in the judgment of the Senate, sm h M 
equivocal and final disposition of the subject by 
the Governments of Great Britain and the Uni 
ted States, touching the rights involved, as shall 
preclude hereafter the occurrence of like aggies 
sions. 

Reaulrrd. That the Senate fully approves the 
action of the Executive iu sending a naval force 
into the infested seas, with orders "to protect all 
\ i - l is of the United States on the high seas 
from search < :• detention by the vessels of war of 
any other nation." And it is the opinion of the 
Senate that if it become necessary such addition 
al legislation should be supplied in aid of the 
Executive power as will make such protection 
effectual." 



The Kentucky Penitentiary- Another Let- 
ter from Mr. Ward. 

Editor of the Yeoman : 

Sir — I hoped, when I made the statements and 
corrections of the 26th uist., that I was done with 
this Penitentiary matter; yet I feel that you do 
me so much injustice, or to use the most modest 



phrase possible, misconstrue so many things, that 
I feel it my duty to give what I think to be a full 
and true statement of some of them, both as 
to how they originated an 1 how they were set 
lied. 

To begin with, 1 will tr.ke the account (which 
>ou ha\e Mil so much about) for repairs done 
in 1 w j."> of $4.3.'" 09 — which you say is eontrary 
to law and ought not to be paid, nor cannot be 
paid legally; and to sustain yourself in this posi 
tion, you have quoted the law. Revised Statutes, 
Chap LXXIV. Art VIII, §4, Penitentiary, which 
says: "The Keeper shall keep in good repair the 
Penitentiary, together with all the buildin;s ap 
purtenant thereto; also all engines, machinery, 
tools and utensils used therein, at the co?t of the 
Institution, etc.'* Now, sir, if you wish to do 
me justice, as you say you do, why did you not go 
on to say What the "etc." was, which is this: — 
"At the co*t of the institution, and deliver them 
up in 6iich repair at the end of his term, and for 
any default herein he shall be charged ill— the fi 
nal settlement of his accounts." This is the law 
on the subject in full. Now , docs the editor pi e 
tend to say that tho prison was in good repair 
when I took it, or will he tell the public what 
was the coudition of the Peuitentiary when I 
took it, that they may know why this account 
was made? The Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund know what condition it was in, and in com 
pliance with the very law which the editor 
quotes, they appointed Messrs. A. P. Cox, and T. 
L>. Pace to adjust the accounts of N. Craig, late 
Keeper, and to ascertain what the condition of 
the Prison was, and if not iu good repair, to as 
certain what was necessary to put it in repair 
and what it was worth to do the same. Messrs. 
Cox and Page not being mechanics, suggested to 
Governor Powell, who was Chairman of the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, that it 
would be better to appoint some mechanic to as 
certain what repairs were necessary and what it 
was worth t> make them; and accordingly, these 
gentlemen, by the direction of the Governor and 
aided by him", selected N. Cook and A. G Cam 
mack to make 6aid estimate. These gcutlemeu 
came to the Prison and made a careful examina 
tion of the buildings and fixtures; made a minute 
list of what was necessary to be done, and fixed 
the price and cost necessary to do each item and 
gave it to the Commissioners. Gov. Powell 
himself gave me this memorandum of work and 
prices, and said to me that if I w as willing to do 
the work at those figures, to proceed at ence and 
do it. I agreed to do it and did do it. I took 
their own schedule or specification of work they 
wanted done, snd at their own prices, and the 
Commissioners— Cook and Cammack— were sent 
to examine the work after it was done, and certi 
lied that the work had been done and was done 
in a good workman-like manner, and the prices 
were reasonable. Now, sir, these are facts, and 
the records bear me out in iny statements fully — 
and no one ought to know these facts better than 
yourself. Now, if. as you say, this was work I 
was bound by my contract to do, how do you pre 
tend to account for all this form and cerenunv 
from the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund in 

having it done? You have said something , 0 | i:ne known a Democratic Legislature was not

I agreed, by my contract, to pay the State $5,000 
for the use of ihe Prison for my first year's lease, 
and $G,000 per annum for the "next "three years; 
to keep in good repair all the buildings, mechi 
nery, fixtures, etc , appurtenant thereto, and de 
liver them up in such condition at the end of mv 
lease; to feed, clothe and safe keep the convicts, 
and pay every expense of the institution during 
said lease. And if you will find where the State 
has paid out of the Treasury, one dollar for anv 
thing my contract says 1 sh'ill pay or do, then ! 
will admit I have not complied with my contract, 
and have allowed the institution to become a tax 
to the State under my management I did not 
agree to build a new Hospital worth at least, 
♦ 10,000 00, in my contract; nor did I agree to 
buy more ground by which the Prison yard could 
be made nearly double its former size, und then to 
build a wall around the same by which the prisoners 
could not escape; nor did I agree to do anything 
which the appropriation made by the Legislature 
of 1855-6 was designed to do — and all of which 
was done by the appropriation. Then why charge 
the amount of that appropriation to mv account 
with the Penitentiary? You had as well charge 
me, and with equal justice, with every appropria- 
tion the Legislature has made since 1 have been 
in office. It the Legislature chose to decide that 
a new Hospital was needed, (which I am quite 
su e was not done any sooner than it ought to 
have been done) and that the yard was too small; 
not cells enough to give the prisoners a place to 
sleep, and all this sort of thing, I ask, iu the 
name of common sense and justice, if 1 am to 
be charged with these appropriations so made. a» 
a drainage upon the Treasury, by my manage 
meniof the Prison? These are improvements 
[nit here for all time to come, aud for the bene 
lit of the State and the inmates of her State 
Prison, which our State is as much bound to take 
care of and as much right to be taxed for, as any 
other class of unfortunate |>eople or anv other in- 
stitution iu our Commonwealth. Then why 
charge this appropriation to me in my mmasmti 
with the Prison? I know no reason for it, un 
less it is because I was for the appropriation and 
urged it in my report; or that I became the con- 
tractor to do the work, and got the majority of 
the money so appropriated. 1 can assure you 
that I would be very happy for every man iu our 
State la lot and know what the Blase revived 
of SM for the. $21,(i29 GO of the appropriation 
which was paid to me, Icr I am quite suie if the 
people could sec aud know what was received by 
the investment of that appropriation, and what 
additional soasCsstS were given to tho inmates, 
they would feel proud of the Legislature which 
made It, and grateful to the Building Committee 
who superiii tended its expenditure, und feel no 
ill nature towards me for becoming the eontrac 
tor and rec ei v in g the portion of it which was due 
me by my contract, and that contract ma..'e at the 
lowest and best bid. 

Now, as to the last leasing of this institution, 
I Ihfasfc I had an equal ri^ht to bid for it with any 
one else. Your party who had a in ijority iu the 
last Legislature, proposed to lease it; I w as hold 
ing at the time by lease, and still hold it so; I 
was the first Keeper w ho proposed this system 
and held it under it; true, it was an American 
d the law making the 
party in the Legisla 
ture last winter, thought well enough of the 
principle to adopt it again. Yet they were not 
willing to allow me a chance to bid for it or say 
whatl thought it was worth — by your statement— 
but I did tell them w hat I thought it was worth, 
and felt that 1 had a perfect right to do so and 
still think so; nor had I any design iu making my 
bid, toinjureCol. South or of making capital lor 
my party. I made it in good faith, and because I 
thought I could afford to pay that price to the 
State and still make money for myself; and 
knowing the greu love the Democrats have for 
keeping money in the Treasury and for taking 
care of the people, I thought the money part ol 
fie bid would induce them to give it to me. 
though 1 did differ with them in politics. But 
ho w vain the hope! Still, I don't know but one 
reason why they did not — that you can explain 
B-.it! i brandies of the Legislature had appointed 
their committees on the Penitentiary— and a ma- 
jority of the committees were Democratic— in the 
Senate, with an American Speaker, only one out 
of the five Committeemen was an American.— 
Yet, these Committees reported nothing contra 
dictory of my being a good and faithful officer; 
in fact the Senate Committee never did report; — 
bat if there had been anything wrong, I am in 
clined to think your Democratic members would 
have said so.

If so, and you are right iu your 
position, and I um entitled to no pay for these re 
pairs, I would ask you what sort of position do 
you think you place Gov. Powell in? Do you 
intend to publish to the world that Gov. Powell 
allowed Mr. Craig to leave the Kentucky Peni 
tentiary in a state of ruin and dilapidation, when 
it was his duty to "keep in repair all the build 
ings utensils, machinery, etc., etc?"

while to repeat them since they are not denied 
The fact is, there was no system of Common 
Schools at the time George R McKee introduced 
the resolution which has been so much harped 
upon, unless the teaching of about 4, 000 children, 
— 1, COO of whom were from the city of Louis 
ville, and the rest from a few cities and towns, — 
for three months in the year, can be called a

He made the motion to accede to the request

Bbutal and Probably Fatal Attack urow a 
Reporter. — On Monday morning last we gave a 
arief history of the financial aud domestic oper- 
ations of a couvertcd Jew, who i» engaged iu the 
sale of lottery tickets, and who w as said to have 
put his property into the hands of his wile iu or 
der to eva.ie the lotterv law, i u case he should be 
prosecuted aud fined. The article was copied iu 
tho afternoon into the German Republican, aud 
considerable additional particulars given by some 
one connected with the paper. Although no 
names were given iu our paper, a lottery dealer, 
named Daniel Levi, thought proper to make a 
personal application of the facts given and in 
sisted upon a retraction or a libel suit for $10, 
0)10, but we concluded to let him abide his 
time. 

Between 7 and b o'clock last evening, as the 
Reporter for the Republican, a Polander named 
Zieliusky, a very small man, came out of the 
"Odeum" saloon, on Vine stree',, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth, he was accosted by this 
lottery vender at the entrance, who asked him if 
he wrote the article in the Republican. Upon 
receiving an affirmative answer, Levi immedi- 
ately struck him a violenCblow with a slung shot, 
or some other equally brutal weapon, upoti the 
back of the head, and' followed it up by another 
on the neck, and a third under the right eye. 
The Reporter was, of course, at once felled to 
the earth, and was immediately carried into the 
saloon by his friends iu an insensible condi 
tion.

The Vigilance Committee 
have appointed a special police of over one thou 
sand men. 

Eight o'clock, P. M. — A treaty has been signed 
and order is restored. The terms of the treaty 
are these: Max or Waterm.tn for the city anil 
General Lewis, superintendent of election's, ac 
cept tiie forces of the Vigilance Committee as 
special police to protect property and life, and 
execute ihe laws. The Vigilance Committee do 
not disband, but wili retain their organization as 
a military body so long :■. s it may be necessary fur 
defense and for the performance of legitimate 
duties The rabble are still iu the streets, but iu 
very small number^ No more trouble is expect- 
ed. Arrests continue to be made.
